NEEDED STEP 


Banning parking on Campus 
avenue from Eleventh street to 
Foothill: boulevard and the erec- 
tion of four-way stop signs at 
Eleventh street and Campus ave- 
nue by the Upland city council 
last night will be welcomed by the 
majority of Upland people. 

It is unfortunate that a fatality 
had to result before this action 
was taken. The new safety meas- 
ures will not bring back the five- 
year-old child of Mr. and Mrs. 
Leander Ludwig but it may pre- 
vent future tragedies. 

From our own observation we 
have noted the complete disre- 
gard of speed limits from many 
motorists, not only on Campus but 
Eleventh street as well. It is im- 
possible for the police to be every- 
where in the city every single hour 
of the day but the situation at 
Campus is desperate enough to re- 
quire special handling. If it means 
getting a lot “tougher” with the 
enforcement in that particular 
section, then that should be done, 
too. 

The situation at the Foothill and 
Campus intersection is not much 
better. For this we have the state 
highway department to blame and 
no one else. The council has re- 
peatedly requested automatic traf- 
fic signals and when that failed 
attempted to take matters into 
its own hands. But the district 
highway engineer saw fit to re- 
move the wavy lines of caution 
from the highway and send the 
bill to the city of Upland for “ser- 
vices rendered!” 

While we are cognizant of the 
desire to keep traffic moving on 
state highways, we must not over- 
look the very real fact that Up- 
land might conceivably grow right 
out to Foothill now that business 
is being allowed on the boulevard. 
Already there are people living 
at Los Olivos and must cross the 
very dangerous intersections at 
Teast twice a day. 

We suggest that the state high- 
way department, particularly its 
safety engineer, reconsider the 
matter of placing automatic traf- 
fic signals at Foothill and Campus. 
Let’s not wait until another child 
is struck down by another “un- 
avoidable” accident.

night voted to place four-way stop signs at Eleventh street 
and Campus avenue and to prohibit parking on both sides 
of the street on Campus from Elevénth to Foothill boulevard.

Thursday following the death of Thomas Ludwig. 5- year-old 


son of Mr. and Mrs. Leander Lud- * 
wig, 205 Parkside, when he was 
struck by a car on Campus. 

The motion as made by Coun- 
cilman Ray Sherwood and pass- 
ed unanimously by the council, 
instructs the city manager’ to 
place four-way stop signs at Elev- 
enth and Campus, speed limit 
signs on Campus, and prohibit all 
parking on both sides of the street 
from Eleventh to Foothill. 

Pedestrian lanes, which the pe- 
tition also requested, have al- 
ready been painted, one across 
Campus at Poothill, one across 
Campus in front of the Catholic 
church, and three at Campus and 
Eleventh at the north, west and 
south crossings. Curbs adjoining 
these crossings have been painted 
red to prohibit parking. 

The petition from Parkside res- 
idents was supported by a letter 
from Otto S. Roen, executive di- 
rector of the Upland Housing Au- 
thority, who agreed to establish 
a 10-mile-an-hour speed limit .on 
streets inside the project. Mr, 
Roen also said that project offic- 
ials would ask the cooperation of 
all residents of Parkside to in- 
struct their children on the use 
of crosswalks at intersections. 

Situation Bad 

In presenting the petition, Mr. 

told the council that 
situation on Campus has 
ben very, very bad. About 300 
children go to the elementary 
school and up to now nothing has 
been done for their safety.” 

Mr. Curnett, whose son was hit 
by a truck on Campus last March 
but not injured seriously, said 
that he lives on Eleventh street, 
three .houses from Campus, and 
he has observed that, trucks and 
cars pay very little attention to 
stop signs. 

Henry Isaksen, who lives next 
door to the Ludwigs, also spoke, 
recommending the “no parking” 
ban on Campus, pointing out that 
the majority of Parkside residents 
would approve such a step.
